Preparations for the annual election 
of officers of the El Dorado County 
Chamber of Commerce will be started 
at a meeting of directors of the organ- 
ization at 7 o’clock (Monday) even- 
ing at Hotel Raffles. 

This will be half an hour ahead of 
the regular November’ membership 
meeting of the chamber of commerce, 
to be held at 7:30 o’clock at the Ho- 
tel Raffles Spanish Court. 

According to Wallace M. Ripley, sec- 
retary, in addition to carrying out the 
plans for the election of officers, chief 
business for the membership will in- 
clude a consideration of a proposal for 
the establishment of a permanent dis- 
play of El Dorado County products; 
and receipt on the recent hearings held 
at Sacramento and San Francisco, on 
proposed freight rate increases. 


A permanent display of county pro- 
ducts, it has been suggested, would 
have a high educational value for 
county residents and would as well be 
an attraction for tourist visitors.

SACRAMENTO, (WP)—Federal auth- 
orities held 1,500 grains of opium and 
yenshee today as evidence seized in 
raids on five alleged opium dens in 
the Locke and Courtland districts last 
night. 

O. Young Duck, 37, Locke Chinese, 
was arrested and charged with posses- 
sion of three opium pipes, 300 grains 
of opium and 200 grains of yenshee.

California Players Express 
Preference For Players 
| In-Rose Bowl Game

SAN FRANCISCO (lP—University of 
California’s football team, the new 
‘champion of the Pacific Coast Confer- 
ence, would like to meet Pittsburgh in 
the Rose Bowl, a poll of the Golden 
Bear players revealed today. 


Concensus of the players’ wuofficial 
preference called for a meeting with 
the powerful eastern team, whose re- 
cord, like California’s shows one tie, 
a long string of victories and no de- 
deats. 


Sammy Chapman, the smooth-work- 
jing right halfback of the Bears spoke 
; Tight out in favor of a meeting with 
the Pitt Panther. Bob Herwig, another 
Bear star who made all-America cen- 
ter last year, echoed Sammy’s views. 

Allison permitted the squad to break 
training after Saturday’s 13-0 clincher 
over Stanford before 85,000 persons, 
the season’s greatest crowd. 

The Bears will forget football until 
December 1, when they assemble again 
for light practices for the Rose Bowl 
engagement. The light work will con- 
tinue until December 17, the day of the 
final examination.

San Diego Street Cars Smash 
Head-On In Fog; 3 Of Victims 
May Die, Says Report 


SAN DIEGO, (lP\—Eighteen persons 
were injured, at least 3 critically, when 
j two street cars collided head on in a 
dense fog on the outskirts of the city 
| today. 

Every available ambulance was rush- 
ed to the scene, and police cars loaded 
with stretchers also were summoned. 

The injured were taken to Mercy, 
County, Quintard, and Scripps Mem- 
orial Hospitals. 

The three most seriously injured 
were believed dying. 

The cars were traveling at a high 
rate of speed when the crash occur- 
red, police reported. The wreck oc- 
pees on a single track line leading to 
Ocean Beach. 

The cars telescoped, smashing the 
front ends, and tilting upward at a 
crazy angle. 

It was believed the motormen had 
missed signals in the dense fog. 

The motormen, both hurt seriously, 
were Edward W. Weiss and Helge Er- 
ickson, police reported.

The system is blamed for much of 
the misunderstanding between Nava- 
jos and white men who wish to carry 
through a government program of soil 
conservation and stock reduction. Even 
the Navajos are dissatisfied with the 
hogan talk. 

A delegation of 13 leaders came in a 
body to Wind Rock to get the white 
man’s word from the white man’s own 
mouth. They declared they “grew very 
weary of wild stories our people were 
hearing” concerning the government 
program formulated by Secretary of 
the Interior Harold L. Ickes and John 
B. Collier, commissioner of Indian af- 
fairs. 

With advent of the radio, the Nava- 
jos will have first-hand information. 
They plan to install receiving sets in 
chapter houses in the far-flung hin- 
terland, from which messages will be 
carried to the hogan dwellers.
